TARGETING SYSTEM 




The poorest households in the municipalities are selected through the National 
Household Targeting System for Poverty Reduction (NHTS-PR), implemented by the 
Department of Social Welfare & Development using the Proxy Means Test. This test 
determines the socio-economic category of the families by looking at certain proxy 
variables, such as ownership of assets, type of housing, education of the household head, 
livelihood of the family, and access to water and sanitation facilities.

The National Household Targeting System 
for Poverty Reduction (NHTS-PR) is a data 
management system that identifies who 
and where the poor are in the country.

METHODOLOGY 

SELECTION OF AREAS BASED ON 
POVERTY INCIDENCE BY PROVINCES, 
MUNICIPALITIES AND BARANGAYS 

i.e. Geographical targeting, which 
identifies where the poor are, such as the 
poorest provinces, municipalities and 
baranggays. 

HOUSEHOLD ASSESSMENT OR THE 
IDENTIFICATION OF WHO THE POOR ARE 

Assessed through house-to-house 
interviews, using the Household 
Assessment Form (HAF). 
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The HAFs are encoded using a 
standardized software application, which 
calculates the income of the households. 
The software generates a ranking for each 
household, based on their approximate 
income with reference to the 
municipal/provincial poverty threshold. 

VALIDATION AND FINALIZATION OF THE 
LIST OF POOR HOUSEHOLDS 

via the Local Verification Committee that 
will assist in managing complaints and 
grievances in terms of possible exclusion 
and inclusion errors. 



REPORT-GENERATION AND 
INFORMATION-SHARING 

NHTS-PR is shared with potential end-users, 
such as government agencies and private 
social protection stakeholders, so they can 
be provided with a reference for identifying 
program beneficiaries.

The cash grants shall be received by the most responsible 
person in the household, usually the mother, through a Land 
Bank cash card. 

In cases where payment through cash card is not feasible, 
the beneficiaries shall be provided their cash grants through 
an alternative payment scheme, such as: over-the-counter 
transactions from the nearest Land Bank branch; or offsite 
payments through Land Bank and partners such as Globe 
G-cash, in areas that have no Land Bank branches (or are 
too far from LBP branches).
